Inraut Phenomenon. 


If tlio boy were not a preacher's son,

Gordon and his father is pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church. 


Either tho story is the champion fake 


or the boy is one of the children of that 
oominf? race which, we aro told, will dis- 
tance intellectually oven in infancy 
adults of our generation. 


Young Haynor hod a study In his 


own room up stairs, and his parents ob- 
served that ho spent mnoh time there. 
They supposed, however, that he was 
studying his lessons, as fond parents 
would be apt to do under the ciroum- 
stancea 
Presently, however, 
official 


documents addressed to "H. H. Gor- 
don" began to arrive from the United 
States patent office. Then it was found 
that Haynor was a perfect Edison in 
the electrical invention lino and that he 
hod applied for and obtained a number 
of patents. 


Ho must be an uncomfortable youth 


to have around at times, even though 
he is a great genius and the only child 
of doting parents. For instance, how 
would it soom to suddenly be roused up 
in the dead of mght by the sound of 
every bell in the house ringing like 
mad? Tho phenomenon ono day amused 
himself by connecting an electrical ma- 
ohino on the one hand with the family 
clock and on the other with all the 
house bells, so that when tho clock 
struck a certain hour every bell pealed 
forth, scaring tho wits out of tho fam- 
ily.

brought. One of those is a hydraulic 
pump, and some of them are said to be 
superior to anything older inventors 
have accomplished. 


The Farm Colony Plan. 


At a recent Salvation Army meeting 


in New York Booth-Tuoker raised $85, • 
000 for his proposed farm 
colony. 


When ho accumulates $100,000, he will 
purchase cheap lands for farms and re- 
move thither thousands of families 
fi-mn tlio slum districts of the cities. It 
is the beginning of a migration from 
tho oity back to the country. The man- 
agement of tho $100,000 fund will be 
placed in the hands of five trustees, 
who will use it according to thoir best 
judgment in defraying the expenses of 
poor families from city to farms and 
supporting them while thoy learn to 
live by agriculture. 


Tho project is not a charity, which is 


its worthiest feature. The people assist- 
ed will from tho products of their in- 
dustry pay 5 per cent interest on the 
sums used for them. As they become 
good farmers thoy will likewise pay 
back tho principal of the money that 
purchased their lands and become them- 
selves the owners. The principal will in 
turn bo used to assist other families 
from the slums of cities to a living in 
the country. The experiment is certain- 
ly worth making, and its results will 
be watched with profound interest. In 
tho course of a few years it will be ascer- 
tained whether it is possible to reelaiuu 
and make useful citizens out of the slum 
denizens. 


Progressive Taxation. 


In 1895 tho Illinois legislature enact- 


ed a progressive inheritance tax law, 
fixing on ascending scale of from 1 to 6 
per cent on legacies ranging in value 
from $2,000 and upward. On inheri- 
tances of over 150,000 6 per cent was 
levied. 


Immediately the constitutionality of 


the law was contested by those inter- 
ested. It was fought out iu the Illinois 
supremo court, where, with one dissent- 
ing vote, the act was declared constitu- 
tional. The case was then appealed to 
the United States supreme court, where 
it awaits decision. The arguments of 
thoso who wish to have the act set aside 
are that progressive taxation deprives 
people of property without due legal 
procesH, denies to them the equal pro- 
tection of the laws and abridges the priv- 
ileges and immunities of citizens. Sev- 
eral states have already enactments sim- 
ilar to Ihe Illinois law. Mr. Max West 
points out in The North American Re- 
view what the effect of the United 
States supreme court's decision would 
be in either case: 


Tho Importance of tho case now ponding can 


scarcely bo overestimated. An adverse de- 
cision would mean tho prohibition of progres- 
sive taxation throughout the United States, 
and henco would annul not only the Illinois 
tax, but the inheritance tax of Missouri, the 
income tax of North Carolina and the railroad 
taxes of Boveral states, and it would put a 
quietus upon any thoroughgoing reform of 
state taxation. On the other hand, a favora- 
bl« decision will doubtless prove a powerful 
stimulus to tho development of progressive 
taxation throughout the countiy. After such 
a decision by tho highest court no state court 
will bo likely to annul a similar act unless 
tho stato constitution very plainly requires all 
taxation to be proportional; a vague generali- 
ty in tho bill of righto will not be considered 
sufficient. 


Against an Annexation Policy. 
It is amusing on the whole to read in 


Tho Forum Hon. James Bryce's numer- 
ous reasons why the United States 
should never annex any more territory. 
It would never do at all, quoth Hon. 
Mr. 81700. No doubt it is impossible 
for even a foreigner who is our good 
friend, like James Bryoe, to understand 
that the United States does not want to 
annex any more territory. We do need 
and will obtain coaling and naval sta- 
tions in all parts of the world, to pro- 
tect and provide for our marine service 
and our citizens who may be in distress, 
but beyond these this country would 
not turn over a finger to possess addi- 
tional territory. We have so much now 
that we are not gnawed by that "earth 
hunger" which is driving other nations 
to extremities. 


Still, when the people of a rich out- 


lying island offer themselves and their 
laud to us, asking to be taken under our 
protection, when at the same time no 
other country has any claim on them, it 
would be the craziest folly for us to re- 
fuse the gift 


Mr. Bryce proceeds to argue that the 


mongrel populations of Hawaii and 
Cuba could not be worked over into 
peaceable citizens of either an American 
state or territory. This is a wholly un- 
warranted assumption on the part of 
Bryce. Hawaii already exists as a self 
governing republic, while the Cuban 
patriot have held together and success- 
fully resisted the whole power of Spain 
lor nearly three years. But who talks 
of annexing Cuba?

Philadelphia, Dec 20.—Interest in the 


coming gubernatorial battle has been 
revived from the fact that Chairman 
Elkin has Issued a call for a meeting 
of the Republican state central com- 
mittee to be hold at headquarters. No. 
1231 
Walnut street, Philadelphia, on 


Wednesday next, at 11 o'clock a. m. 
The committee at this meeting will 
fix the date of the convention to be held 
next year. It is necessary to have the 
exact date determined, because many 
of the counties are already arranging- 
for their primaries. This Is especially 
true of Philadelphia, where the date 
for holding primaries for the election 
of delegates has already been fixed. A 
full attendance of the committee Is ex- 
pected. 


There Is sentiment In many quarters 


In favor of an early convention. This, 
however, will be fully dlsoussed be- 
fore the date Is finally d?termlned upon

ings was nominated at a convention 
held some time In April or May, while 
State Treasurer Haywood was named 
at a gathering called in July or Au- 
gust.

In vie\\ of the close approach o{ the 


contest It may be of interest to briefly 
sketch a few of the leading candidates 
for the governoiship. First comos John 
Leisentlng, of upper Lehlgh, Luzerne 
county. He was born in Ashton (now 
LansCord), Carbon county, Pa., June 
3, 1853 He was educated at Schwartz's 
academy, Bethlehem, Pa., and at Mer- 
chant\ille and Princeton, N. J By pio- 
fession he Is a. civil and mining engi- 
neer. He is identified with coal, iron 
and lurnher industries, and is president 
and manager of numerous coal and 
Iron companies and director of several 
national banks. He has never held a 
political office before he was elected to 
the Fifty-fourth congress. 


Then we have Charles N. Brumm, of 


Mlnersvllle, who was born at Pottsvllle, 
Pa, June 9, 1838. He received a com- 
mon school education, with the excep- 
tion of one year at Pennsylvania col- 
lege, Gettysburg, Pa. He served an ap- 
prenticeship at the trade of watchmak- 
er, and studied law two years in the 
office of the late Howell Fisher, Esq 
He left studies and enlisted as a private 
under the first call of President Lin- 
coln for three months' men, and was 
elected first lieutenant of Company I, 
Fifth Pennsylvania volunteers. After 
the expiration of his term he re-enlist- 
ed on Sept. 15, 1801, for three years, and 
was elected first lieutenant of Company 
K, Seventy-sixth Pennsylvania volun- 
teers, Nov. 18, 1861. He was detailed 
on the staff of General Barton as as- 
sistant quartermaster and aide-de- 
camp, which position he held under 
Generals Baiton and Penny packer un- 
til the expiration of his term of ser- 
vice. He resumed the study of law 
under the late E. O. Parry, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1871. He has since 
practiced the profession of law at the 
Schuylklll county bar. He was elect- 
ed to congress In 1878 to represent the 
Thirteenth district of Pennsylvania, 
but was counted out by 192 votes. He 
was elected to the Forty-seventh, For- 
ty-eighth, Forty-ninth and Fiftieth con- 
gresses and re-elected to the Fifty- 
fourth congress. * * » 


After hint comes Joslah D. Hicks, of 


Altoona, who was born in 
Chester 


county, Pa., Aug 1, 1844, and removed 
to Blair county In the year 1S47. He 
received his education principally at 
the common schools of Blair and Hunt- 
ingdon counties, and removed to Al- 
toonn in the spring of 1861 He enlisted 
in the Union army as a private sol- 
dier from that place in the fall of 
1862, 


and served neaily 18 months. He was 
admitted to practice law In his county 
and state courts In 1875. He has always 
been an active Republican, and served 
his pirty as county chairman and also 
ap a member of the state committee. In 
1880 he was elected district attorney of 
Blair county, and In 1S83 was accorded 
a unanimous renomination and was re- 
elected. In 1884 he formed a law part- 
nership In Altoona with his former pre- 
ceptor, Hon Daniel J. Neff. This part- 
nership continues at the present time 
under the firm name of Neff, Hicks & 
Grpevey. He was elected to the Fifty- 
third and re-elected to the Fifty-fourth 
congiess. 
* * * 


Another strong man who has been 


Winning friends in all parts of the state 
Is William A. Stone, of Allegheny, Pa , 
•who was born in Delmar township, 
Tioga county, April 18, 1846. He was 
the son of a farmer, and his boyhood 
days were spent in hard work upon the 
farm. At the outbreak of the war he 
was too young to enter the service, but 
was not content to remain at home. He 
enlisted at the early age of 17 as a pri- 
vate in Company A, One Hundred and 
Eighty-seventh Pennsylvania volun- 
teers, and seived until the end of the 
war, 
being promoted from time to time 


until he reached the rank of second 
lieutenant. 


After the war he served in the Na- 


tional Guard of the state, having there- 
in the rank of lieutenant colonel. He 
had three brothers in the army, who 
served throughout the entire war. At 
the close of the war Colonel Stone came 
back to his native county and resumed 
the .studies that had been interrupted, 
and was graduated at the Mansfield 
state normal school, and thereafter, 
while teaching at the- Wellsboro acad- 
emy, 
studied law and was admitted to 


the bar. He practiced law constantly 
in Tioga county from 1870 until Jan. 
1, 1877, and during that period was 
elected district attorney of the county, 
serving throughout his term. In Jan- 
uary, 1877, he removed to Allegheny 
county, where he continued the prac- 
tice of his profession. In July, 1880, he 
was appointed United States district 
attorney for the western district of 
Pennsylvania, serving In that capacity 
for more than six years, until removed 
by President 
Cleveland under the 


charge of offensive partisanship, he 
having taken part in the state cam- 
paign of 1S86 by making speeches upon 
the stump for the Republican candi- 
dates. 


In 1890 he was elected as a member of 


congress from the Allegheny district,and 
has been re-elected at each succeeding 
term, and is now serving in the Fifty- 
sixth congress. His majorities In the 
district which he represents have been 
Increased very materially at each suc- 
ceeding e'ectlon, and he has never had 
any opposition since hs first nomina- 
tion. While in congress he has been 
very active and vigilant in looking after 
the Interests of his district and state, 
and has been notably prominent In the 
advocacy of restricted immigration. He 
Is the author of what Is known as the 
"Stone Immigration bill," and has neg- 
lected no opportunity to advance the 
cause of restricted (mmigration. Colonel 
Btone has also been active In the Inter- 
est of the rivers and harbors of the state 
and hag done much toward securing 
the passage of bills for the improve- 
ment of tho Allegheny and Ohio rivers, 
and towards freeing the Mononeahela 
from the exaction of tolls. 


• * • 


These about constitute the actual 


candidates In the field. Men like Audi- 
tor General Mylln, Henry Clay McCor- 
rnick, General Frank Reeder, Colonel 
James B. Corye'l, Thad M. Mahon and 
William C. Arnold may come to the 
convention with a few complimentary 
votes, but that Is all there will be to 
It. In the meantime there will be a 
general lining up, and within the next 
two months there may be only one or 
two men (n the field,

Hen ger railway company shall be elected, located 
and maintained under the bupervision ot the 
Committee on Streets and High ways; they shall 
be straight and smooth, and shall be kept paint- 
ed irom top to bottom at the expense ot said 
company; they shall be placed on the inside pt 
the curt*, about two inches theretrom, and in 
such a manner us to cau^e the least possible ob- 
struction and injury to the curb and sidewalk; 
and no poles shall be placed on the outside of the 
curb line of any ftroet without the express put- 
mission of the said Committee. They shall be 
an few in number as poasible, and Khali be sub 
ject at all times to the use of the borough for 
stringing wires thereon for its own use. 


SECTION 10. That all wires suspended over 


the streets by said passenger railway company 
shall be at least eighteen leet above tlie sin lace 
of the tracks, and shall be RO fastened to the 
poles and to each other that they will be elteo 
lively insulated and properly secured. 


SHOT-ION 11. That"in case ot tire, the Fire Pe 
pertinent shall have tlie right of way on the salt 
Otter street, and shail maintain it as long as ne- 
cessary, und no longer, and tuneral and othei 
processions shall also be entitled to the sanu 
privilege. 


SECTION 12. That the said passenger rai'waj 


company shaP commence ttie construction ot ' 
their suid railway within six months after the 
date of the permit for the construction ot the 
same, and shall have their said railway fully 
constructed, equipped and operated by electrici- 
ty upon the stieet aforesaid within two years af- 
ter the date of said permit, unless tho Burgess 
and Council aforesaid t-hall by ordinance extend 
the time; and in case paid passenger railway com- 
pany shall fail or neglect to comply with the nro- 
viHionBot tins section of this ordinance, the per- 
mit theretofore issued to bitch com puny in the 
manner hereinbefore provided for shall by the 
Burpess ot the Borough of Bristol be declared 
null and void, and thetenpon and immediately 
thereafter any and all rights, powers and privi- 
leges of said passenger railway company under 
ttiis ordinance and under the penult Issued to 
said company shall at once entirely cease, deter- 
mine and become utterly niul and void. 


SKOTION 13. That such railway company shall 
be subject to such reasonable regulations and or- 
dinances regulating the maintenance and opera- 
tion of street railways as tho Burgess and Coun- 
cil ot the Borough of Bristol may hereatter en- 
act; and should HI oh railway company refuse or 
neglect to comply with the directions of the 
Corom ttee on Streets and Highways respecting 
the location, construction or reconstruction of its 
track and overhead work, or repairs of that por- 
tfon oi the roadway occupied by said track and 
the ppaeeot two (2) feet outside eacii line there- 
of, or neglect or refuse to comply with the provi- 
sions of tins ordinance or of any future reason- 
able ordinances regulating street railways, then 
and in such case the Borough of Bristol, in addi 
tion to all other legal rights and remedies, re- 
serves to itselt and its officers the right to stop 
the running ot cars over said railway until said 
company shall fully comply with the Raid direc- 
tions or with all the provisions of said ordinance 
or ordinances. 


SECTION 14. That said railwav company shall 


indemnify and save harmless the Jiuiuesuand 
Council of the Borough of Bristol from the pay- 
ment of any and all damages sustained by any 
person or persons, firm or corporation, caused by 
the maintenance, construction or operation of 
Baid railway.

F.volutionists are ncciistoined to explain

This 
vould account for the natural enmity of 
cows to dogs, for when cows were wild 
Jiey were obliged to defend their calves 
rom bands of predatory wild dogs. 
But 


vhy should the horso like dogs? It is but 
ihe other day that tho wild horses organ- 
zed to defend their colts from wolves on 
our western prairies. What could tho an- 
cestral horse have had against the ances- 
jfal camel of a million years ago? Above 
ill, why should the horse approve of the 
bear't It must be that tho horso has a dor- 
tnant sense of beauty and of humor.

ideal of the horso is grace, combined with 
strength. Ho disapproves from the bot- 
tom of his nature of tho hopelessly vulgar, 
iwkward nnd untosthcttcal camel.

THE CANINE RACE. 


DOES as the Food as Well ma th« Friend* 


of Mankind. 


Darwin relates somewhere that when 


tho inhabitants of Tierra del Fuego are 
pressed by famine they kill and eat their 
old women rather than their dogs, and 
that in Australia fathers will sacrifice 
their children in order that the mothers 
may be able to nourish this useful servant 
of men. The Chinese, however, tend and 
fatten their dogs carefully to eat. 
They 


also consider tho cat a choice dish. At 
Peking and throughout China there is no 
dainty repast without its fillet or log of 
dog. The oat is rather a dish of the poorer 
classes. 


History tells us that In early times tho 


dog was always regarded as an ediblo ani- 
mal. The inhabitants of certain nomes of 
Egypt piously embalmed their dead dogs, 
but others considered that it was more in 
conformity to the doctrines of a wise econ- 
omy to kill and eat them. Plutarch tolla 
us that the dwellers in Cynopolis, where 
dogs were honored as divine, made war on 
tho Oxyrinehis, who had committed the 
sacrilege of eating dogs. 


In his book on diet Hippocrates, fipeak- 


ing of common articles of food, Is of tho 
opinion that the flesh of the dog given beat 
and strength, but is difficult of digestion. 
"Our lathers,'' soys Pliny,''regarded small 
dogs as so pure a food that they used them 
for expiatory victims. 
Even today young 


dogs' flesh is served at feasts held in honor 
of the gods." 


Tho savages of North America, for lack 


of provisions, often sacrifice their compan- 
ions of tho chase. 
We are told that before 


the .Introduction of cattle tho Spaniards in 
Mexico used the native dogs so freely aa 
food that the species has now completely 
disappeared. 


The Greonlnnders and the Kamchatknns 


also sometimes cab their dogs, but only 
when reduced to this cruel extremity by 
famine. 
In Africa dogs form the food 


of certain negro tribes. In the Ashanti 
country the Qesh is eaten both fresh and 
dried, and it appears that in the lower 
Kongo region, among tho Batokes, there is 
a custom that must muke every friend of 
dumb beasts rage with indignation—before 
killing a dog for food it is maltreated and 
tortured to make the flesh more tender.— 
New York Journal.

Several different towns in- the United 


States claim the unique distinction of hav- 
ing erected the first American cotton mill, 
but from the best information that can be 
obtained it seems that the credit properly 
belongs to the town of Beverly, Mass. 


The circumstances leading up to this 


discovery may be of Interest to our read- 
ens. 
Some years ago Mayor Bantoul of 


Salem, Mass., was Invited to Pawtucket, 
B. I., to attend the centennial exercises 
held at that place in commemoration of 
the opening of the famous Slater mill. In 
sending out Invitations to this centennial 
event the owners of the mill claimed It to 
be the first establishment of its kind ever 
erected in the United States. For some 
reason Mayor Bantoul was unable to be 
present at the exercises, but being deeply- 
interested in historical researches he de- 
cided at hia leisure to investigate the 
claims of the Pawtucket mill owners. 
This Investigation led to the discovery 
that the old cotton mill at Beverly, Mass., 
which was burned down in 1838, had been 
in operation for several years prior to the 
estxibllahmont of tho mill at Pawtucket, 
and that no less a witness than General 
Washington himself could be cited in con- 
firmation of the fact. It seems that Gen- 
eral Washington, while on a tour of the 
Mew England states in 1789, mode a visit 
to the old Beverly cotton mill and was so 
Impressed with the novelty of the spectacle 
that he devoted several pages of his diary 
to Its description.

As the researches of Mayor Rantoal 


•earned to settle the matter beyond all con- 
troversy, the residents of Beverly, Masa, 
caused a handsome tablet to be erected on 
the site of the old mill, commemorating 
the establishment of the first enterprise 
of 1(8 kind ever Inaugurated in the United 
States.—Atlanta Constitution.

A SHIP'S MACHINERY. 


Eighty-six Steam Engine* la One of th< 


atg Cruisers. 


In a warship like the Massachusetts ol 


the United States navy there are alto- 
gether 86 steam engines, big and little, in 
tho equipment, and many of these en- 
gines have double steam cylinders—In fact, 
there are no less than. 158 steam cylinders 
all told. 


With so many engines to be supplied 


with steam, It is very apparent that the 
matter of economy should be carefully 
studied. This subject has been looked into 
more or less, but it has been found that to 
compound tho engines of many of tho 
auxiliaries vould add still more to the 
complication, to say nothing about addi- 
tional weight nnd space. 
Then, again, 


many of tho auxiliaries are only occasion- 
ally brought Into use. However, there la 
no doubt thut as great a stride will be 
made in the near future in steam econo- 
my for tho auxiliary engines as has boon 
done with tho main engines. 


Although the power of all tho auxiliaries 


on tho trial trip of the Massachusetts aver- 
aged only about Z% per cent of tho Indi- 
cated horsepower of the main engine, the 
actual amount of steam used by those 
auxiliaries was no doubt anywhere from 
10 to 16 per cent of all tho steam gener- 
ated. 
On the trial trip referred to the 


main engines and tho auxiliaries In use 
developed tho following powers: Main en- 
gines, 10,128 indicated horsepower; air 
pumps, 13X indicated horsepower, or 
about one-eifhth of 1 per cent of thopov?e* 
)f the main engines; circulating pumps, 
!6X indicated horsepower, or about one- 
ihlrd of 1 per cent; feed pumps, 64 Indi- 
cated horsepower, or about two-thirds of 
1 por cent; forced draft blowers, 107 indi- 
cated horsepower, or about I per cent; 
other auxiliaries, 45 indicated horsepower, 
or about one half of 1 per cent. The total 
>f all the auxiliaries was 275 Indicated 
loreepower, or as above stated, about SJf 
xi cent of the indicated horsepower of 
ihe main engines. This certainly shows 
ihat there i« an opportunity for the do- 
signers of the different auxiliaries to try 
and see If some of this steam, cannot be 
saved.—Cassier's Magazine.

The Social mnd Secular Significance 


the Dny. 


The establishment of the Christmas fos 


tlval, now the most joyous of tho yearly 
holidays throughout the civilized world 
is tho most recent in date of the groa 
church days. 
Its social and secular Big 


nifloance, of course, followed its religiou 
adoption. 
Yet, curiously enough, it do 


rived its rites of merry making not from 
Christianity so much as from the custom 
of tho heathen world. 
The rulers of the 


early church, 
from Constantino down 


were shrewd politicians. They knew how 
Important it was to Include as many at 
possible of the old pagan usages and be 
llefs to which the people of tho Roinai 
empire hod been attached In the observ 
anoes of tho new faith. 


Just why Dec. 25 was selected as the 


natal day of tho Saviour of the world no 
body has ever been able to tell. 
Certainlj 


there Is no historic reason nor tho slightusi 
authentic clow, and it is well known thtit 
December is the rainy season in Judiua 
when neither shepherds nor flocks bruvi 
tho open sky. 
It is more than probable 


that tho celebration of Christ's birth 
which up to tho fifth century had not been 
observed at all, got them to be reoognizec 
as not less worthy of holiday consecration 
than Raster and Whitsunday. 
It was 


happy thought to make this as nearly 
identical us might bo with tho old Roman 
saturnalia, which still survived In some oi 
Its forms, and with the annual feast of 
Thor, observed among all tho Teutonic 
races, even those which had accepted tho 
white Christ. 
It was the more apposite, 


too, as the Roman festival anil the Teu- 
tonic alike had symbolic reference to tho 
great natural fact that the sun at or about 
that date rises out of the decadence of his 
power to augmenting heat and splendor. 
This was easily applicable to the first ap 
pearance of the Son of God and the Sun of 
the World among men. 


So we see imported Into the observance 


of tho Christian holiday from the first on 
Its social side the time honored heathen 
usages and ceremonies. 
Tho universal 


present giving of the saturnalia, especially 
to children, and tho democratic equality 
which abolished distinction of rank at 
that period wore at once followed by the 
Christian merrymakers. 
From the old 


Norse usages the day borrowed the cus- 
toms of the huge bonfires, tho Yule log of 
holy ash or oak to bo burned indoors, the 
symbolism of the holly and 
mistletoe 


boughs, alike sacred to the deities, the 
great boar's head served as tho piece do re- 
sistance of the Christinas feast and the 
general bacchanallunism of the occasion. 
Tho latter, however, was also typical of 
the old Roman festival. Santa Claus (St. 
Nlehoh*) came by and by into tho rich 
symbolism of the Christmas show as the 
successor of Odin, the all father and all 
giver 
The Scandinavian god on the oc- 


casion of the festivities of his eldest son, 
Thor, distributed universal gifts, the fa- 
ther of each family being his special agent 
in the matter. As Odin, or Woden, becaine 
in later myths the mighty huntsman who 
ranged the forests, we see how the Christ- 
mas tree and evergreens found their places. 
Why, 
however, the functions of Odin 


should have specially been finally transfer- 
red to St. Nicholas ont of all tho Christian 
canon roll, unless from the fact that this 
fine old saint was the special patron of 
children and schoolboys, it is not easy to 
divine! These things go to show what a 
curiously tangled composite our Christmas 
is and how lustily it has grown out of di- 
verse elements till it has become tho most 
significant and hallowed of holiday sea- 
sons, marking really an epoch of the year. 


Among the causes which have enshrined 


this day so deeply in the heart of the world 
the fact that it is peculiarly children's day 
is probably tho most fetching in its magic. 
The young people everywhere among 
Christian peoples constitute the factor 
which dominates the social observance of 
the season. 
Rich wassail at the dinner 


board, seraphic music and pomp of church 
service, even the giving of rich 
gifts 


among the elders, were theso all, would 
leave Christmas but little different from 
other holidays, notably so in the case of 
EastH;, when present' giving among the 
rich has become so common. The Bambino, 
or infant Christ, as the idol of the occasion, 
would then have but little significance, 
but wiion the juvenile world declares that 
it rules the jubilee the keynote is struck 
which sends its thrilling music ringing 
throughout humanity. How Charles Dick- 
ens, the prose poet of Yuletido in fiction, 
has spun this pregnant fact Into exquisite 
episodes is probably the highest measure 
of his success In imaginative work. 
The 


images ho has created will live forever In 
the Christmas procession far more than 
puppets to the worm hearts of countless 
readers. And it Is not among the children 
of tho rich that Christmas most diffuses 
its felicity in real life any more than 
among the offspring of the groat Christmas 
romancer. 


It is among the poor and the lower mid- 


dle classes that Christmas joy reigns with 
most potency. The trifle spent to secure a 
Christmas tree with its burden of cheap 
toys and sweets in the tenement house rep- 
resents vastly more than tho correspond- 
ing splendid show among the affluent 
The story of tho little cripple, "Tiny 
Tim, "sets its canticle to more resound- 
ing etrains of harp and cymbal than con 
over attend the festival music of a palace. 
The true "Chrissom child" was found in 
the humble manger. 


The fooling that Christmas day is pecul- 


iarly consecrated to tho poor as well as to 
the children has always been quite char- 
acteristic of the usages of tho day. 
The 


lowest classes in mediaeval times were 
made to share fully with their superiors in 
feasting and merrymaking. 
At the pres- 


ent period we see an ever Increasing bene- 
faction In the way of helping the poor to 
enjoy Christmas more generously—the 
turkey or goose for the home tuble, toys 
and clothing for the youngsters, and public 
dinners, often supplemented by substan- 
tial presents for the homeless we.ifs. 
On 


this special occasion such philanthropy 
shows its most sweeping and liberal form, 
and the human heart is softened to the 
thought that in spite of earthly distinc- 
tions all men are equal before him whose 
natal day as man is thus observed. Tho 
democratic influence of Christmas thus 
stands out a great social factor. 


When classes are driven by so many oth- 


er influences to become hostile, it is a preg- 
nant thought that more and more should 
be done to intensify the spirit and tenden- 
cies of the Christmas season as an object 
lesson in kindly sympathy between rich 
and poor. 
What wealth does for poverty 


is sometimes turned from blessing to bane 
by a haughty and patronizing air In the 
giver. 
The Christmas spirit is that of the 


fortunate man, who cordially helps his 
unlucky brother, the spirit of the good 
Samaritan. The habitual exercise of this 
feeling on one day when all tradition and 
religious sentiment turn toward it helps 
to extend it to other days, and that is the 
true function of Christ's natal festivity.
